DETAILED ACTION 

This application was filed 6/27/2003 and claims priority to 09/987,386 (US 
Patent #6,603,005). Claims 20-32 are before the Examiner. Claims 1-19 have been 
canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Arzel 
(Tetrahedron Letters 1998 & Tetrahedron 1999). 

Arzel teaches compounds such as compound 1 page 6465 of Tetrahedron Letters 
and compound 6 of page 12151 Tetrahedron that anticipate the instant claims. 

3. Claim 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chambers 
(CA 73:66535 & CA 74:53453), Van den Ham (CA 80:2917 & 83:131494), Bell (CA 
107:23214), Brooke (CA 120:134243), Lee (CA 122:133124) and Burdon (J of Fluorine 
Chemistry). 
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Chambers teaches RN 28734-86-3 and 27401-849. Van den Ham teaches RN 
56595-12-1 and 28734-86-3. Bell teaches RN 13180-38-6. Brooke teaches RN 13180-57-9. 
Lee teaches RN 161038-28-4. Burdon teaches page 153 compound 11. These anticipate 
the instant claims.
